Chemical Sponge Sops 

Up Moisture From Air 

A chemical sponge, with which 
moisture can be “sopped up" from air, 
or other gases "squeezed out," and 
used over again, is the latest tool of 
the chemical engineer, made possible 
by the Introduction of activated 
alumina (oxide of aluminum), a white 
granular substance which Is chemical¬ 
ly inert and which will selectively ab¬ 
sorb moisture, not only from gases 
and vapors, but also from liquids and 
solids. 

It will absorb moisture from air and 
gases at 100 per cent ottirienc.v until 
it has increased weight front 12 to 14 
per cent and will thenceforth continue 
to absorb at lower efficiencies until a 
20 to 23 per cent weight Increase has 
been reached. 

When saturated. It may be reacti¬ 
vated by aspirating heated gases 
through the activated alumina or by 
radiating beat frou» nn electrical ele¬ 
ment or from hot oil or steam colls.— 
Cleveland l’lnln Dealer. 


A terrific windstorm which recently 
swept over northern Honan uncovered 
the west gate aud part of a street of 
th-- ancient city of Chuhsleu, accord¬ 
ing to reports from Kalfeng. the pre 
vincinl capital, says the New York 
Times. 

Chuhsleu, which was a flourishing 
city situated between Welhuei and 
llslnhslnng on the former bed of the 
Vellow river, was Inundated by a dis¬ 
astrous flood in the early part of the 
reign of Emperor Cblen Lung. Short¬ 
ly after the Vellow river shifted Its 
course, and when the waters subsided 
no vestige of the city could be found 
It had been completely covered by the 
mud and sand deposited as a result of 
the flood. 

In the Intervening two centuries the 
action of the wind has removed suc¬ 
cessive layers of mud and sand, un¬ 
til the last windstorm actually brought 
a part of the buried city once more to 
view. The provincial authorities hare 
planned to continue the work of na¬ 
ture nnd completely excavate the an¬ 
cient city.
